But that on 
the4th n Exprefs was arrived, with a certain Account 
that the Auftrians, taking the Advantage of the Inunda- 
tions, had pufh’d Marfhal Seckendorft from his Poft at 
Braunaw ; where, however, he had left a Garrifon, and 
were followiog him, in order to force him to a Battle ; 
in which if he fhould be defeated, the Face of Things 
would be quite changed again in Bavaria, and perhaps 
the Auftrians attack the French. 

The fame Letters add, That Marthal Broglio’s Army 
are exceedingly diftrefled for Provifions, and have an ab- 
folute Want of Forrage. That Famine, Fatigue, and a 
moft rigorous Scafon combine to overwhelm it with 
Difeafes ; which is the Reafon the Auftrians entertain | 
them with Marches rather than Fighting, and this Way 
deftroy Numbers daily, while Recruits are ratfing for 
their own Army in Auftria and Tyrol. The Magifirates 
at Ratisbon thew the utmoft Diflike to the French, and 
at Augsburgh they have actually taken Arms to keep 
them out. 

Private Letters by the laft French Mail fay, That it 
bad been propofed in a grand Council at Verfailles, to 
fubmit the prefent Difputes in Europe to the Arbitration 
of the Czariha, the King of Pruffia, and the States-Ge- 
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neral ; and that a Rumour was ſpread of Preliminaries 
being fettled between Great Britain and Spain, by the 
Mediation of the King of Portugal, which alarmed the 
French Court exceedingly.
